T is well obferved by an ingenious pohtxc‘al
Writer, That the firft Article of Safety, in
Princes and States, lies in avoiding all Coun-
! cils, or Defigns of Innevation, in ancient and
¢flablijfed Forms and Laws, efgecully thofe
oncerning LIBERTY, PROPERTY and RE,-
IGION; which are the Poflefions Men il
er bave mofl at Heart, and be moft tenacious of
taining: By avoiding which Defigns of Inrova-
fgicn, they will leave the Channel of kzown and
omman Fuflice clear and undifturbed. .
The next Thing wherein thar Safety confifts, is,
ourfuing the true and commen Interefls of the Natien,
or People they Govern ; without efpoufing thofe of
any Party or Fa&ion ; or, if 14¢fe are fo formed
in a State, that they mu/ incline to one or other,
then to chufe or favour that which is moft gopular,
or wherein the greatefl cr jirongeft Part of the Peo-
b ple appear to be engaged.  For as the End of Go-
wermment appears to be falus populi, fo the Strength
of the Gowernment is the Confent of the Pecple: From
whence arofe the Maxim of Vox populi, ¥ox Dei:
That is, the Governors who are but feaw, will
ever be forced to follow the Stremgeh of the Go-
@erned, who are many, let them be either People
or Armies, by which they Govern. The Peq-
ple are the Bulk of Mankind, for whofe Sake, it
is not amifs to believe, that Government was ori-
ginally ereted. )

Thefe very jult and pertinent Obfervations, muft
naturally lead us into fome Refle@ions on the pre-
fent unhappy Situation of Affairs in the Northern
Colonies. The People inhabiting the {everal Go-
vernments in North-Arerica, ate generally true
and loyal Subje&s to the King, and have fora
long Time enjoyed the Privileges of Britifb Sub-
jeéts, and tafted the Sweets of Engli/s Literyy. It
is no Wonder ‘then, that the moft diftant Ap-
proaches of Arbitrary Posver fhould fpread a ge-
neral Confternation among them. The Notices
of the STAMP-ACT in particular, have raifed
the Alarm, and tranfmitted it thro’ the whole Con-
tinent, and it is generally confidered, as an En-
croachment, unprecedented and unconftitutional,
pregnant of innumecrable Woes and Calamities,
to the opprefled People. An A&, which, when
it takes place, the Evils of it will perhaps be more
Jenfibly felt, than at prefent can eafily be imagined.
The beft that can now be faid of it is, thatit
muft be confidered as an eatering Wedge, or Intro-
duétion to future Oppreflions and Impofitions.—=
It is generally thought (and that not without good
Reafon) that this Yrojan Horfe, this Engine, big
awith exorbitant Mifchiefi, was proje€ed and fra-
med in onc of the principal Northern Govern-
ments. And if any of the Sons of New-England,
defcended from averthy Anceftors, were concerned
inits Formation, with'.a View to Lucrative Polls
and Employments, how can they hold op their
Heads, amidft the Reproaches and Execrations of
a juftly enraged People? Can they think to efcape
the Scoarge of Tomgues # Or that they will not "be
barlefyu'd, and pafguinaded in every News-Paper,
and /ampoon'd by every Pampbkicer 7 But not to
dwell upon this difagrecable Subje& any longer,
we fhall only recommend to fuch Gentlemen a
ferious Perufal of thofe moft appofite Lines in
Addifen’s Cate.

tlement of this Country down to this Time, is of
anfpeakable Value, and ftrenuoufly to be contend-

‘ed for by the dutiful Subjeéts of the beft Frame of

Government in the World, any Attempts to de-
prive them thereof muft be very alarming, and
ought to be oppofed, although in a decent Man-
ner, yet with the utmoft Firmnefs. We con-
ceive that fome late Refolutions of the Parliament
of Grear-Britain, for taxing us without our own
Confent, have a Tendency to diveft us of our moft
valuable Privileges as Erglifmen ; and that the
Meafures adopted by the Miniftry and the Parlia-
ment in this Behalf, if carried into Execution,
will be a manifeft InfraQion of our inherent Rights,
as Members of the Briti/h Government, and un-
{peakably irjurious in the prefent diftreffed and
involved State of the Colony.

The Miniftry, in Juflification of this Encroach-
ment upon the inconteftible Rights of his Majefty’s
liege Subjets in thefe Parts of the World, have
pretended that the Colonies are reprefented in Par-
liament by the Briti/> Members. The contrary
is fo evident, that a bare Denial of the Pofition is
fufficient to refute it.

The Refufal of the Parliament to hear the hum-
ble Petitions of the Colonies againft the Stamp-
A&, the Enlargement of the Admiralty Jurifdicti-
on, and the burdening Trade, we look upon as a
great Grievance, and direétly againft our Rights
as Subjedls.

With the utmoft Concern and Dread we confider
the Extenfion of the Powers of the Court of Ad-
miralty ; and muft freely declare to the whole
World, that we look upon cur nataral Rights to
be diminifhed in the fame Proportion as the Powers

we are unhappily diftinguithed from our Fellow-
Subjetts in Britain,

We then think it needful, in this critical Con-
junture, to give unto you, who are our Deputies,
fome Inftruttions to be by you obferved in your
Reprefentation of us in General Aflembly.

In the firt Place, we recommend it to you, in
the moft exprefs Manner, to ufe your utmcft En-
deavours, that Commiffioners be appointed by the
Aflembly to meet with the Commiffioners from the
other Colonies on the Continent, at New-2%r4, on
the firt Day of O&cber next, agreeable to the Pro-
pofal and Requetft of the Province of the Ma/fachu-

fors, to all Intents, Conftroctions, and Purpofes
whatfoever, as if they and every of them were
born within the Realm of Englard. g ;

3. That his Majefty’s liege People of this Colo--
ny have enjoyed the Right of being governed by
their own Aflembly, in the Article of Taxes and
internal Police; “and that the fame hath never
been forfeited, or any other Way yielded up, but
hath been conftantly recognized by the King and
People of Britain, \

4. That therefore his Mzjefty, or his Subfti-
tutes, together with the General Affembly of this
Colony, have, in their reprefentative Capacity,
the only exclufive Right to lay Taxes and Impoits
upon the Inhabitants of this Colony; and that
every Attempt to velt fuch Power in any Perfon or
Perfons whatever, other than the GeneraljAflem-
bly aforefzid, is unconftitutional, and hath a ma-
nifeft Tendency to deftioy Brivifh, as well as sime-
rican Liberty. -

5. ‘That his Mjefty’s liege People, the Inhabi.
tants of this Colony, are not bound to yield Obe-
dience to any Law or Ordinance, defigned to
impofe any internal Taxation whatfcever upon
them, other than the Laws and Ordinances of th
General Affembly aforefsid. y 18

In the Choice of thefe Commifioners, we are
affured, from our Knowledge of your Virtue, that
you will pay more Attention to Merit, Skill in

public Bufinefs, and a Zeal for the Welfare of '

the Colonies, than to any other Confideratsion.

We likewife requeft you to do all in your Power,
confiftent with our Relation to Great-Britain, to-
wards poftponing the Introduétion of the Stamp-
Ac into this Colony, until the Colonies may have
Opportunity to be heard in Defence of fuch juft
Rights, as they will be deprived of by an Execu-
tion of it. And to this End, that you endeavour
to procure our effential Rights and Privileges to be
afferted in General Affembly, by Votes or Refolves
to the following Effect, wiz.

1. That the firlt Adventurers, Settlers of this
his Majefty’s Colony and Dominion of Rbcde-
Jfland, and Providence Plantations, brought with
them, and tranfmitted to their Pofterity, and all
other his Majefty’s Subje@s fince inhabiting in this
bis Majefty’s Colony, all the Privileges and Im.-
munities, that have at any Time been held, enjoy-
ed, and poflefled by the People of Great-Britain.

2. That by a Charter, granted by King Charles
the Second, in the fifteenth Year of his Reign, it
is declared and granted unto the Governor and
Company of this Colony, and thcir Succeffors,
that all and every the Subje@s of his faid Majefty,
his Heirs and Succeffors, which were then planted
within the faid Colony, or which fhould thereafter
go to inhabit within the faid Colony, and all and
every of their Children which had been bora there,
or which fhould afterwards be born there, or
on the Scas going thither, or returning from thence,
fhould have and enjoy all Libertics and Immunities

levying or colleting any internal Taxes, or of

cefs and Way of Trial fhall hereafter be had and
ufed in fuch Matters, as have been ufual and
accuftomed Time out of Mind. And further,
that no Decree of any Court of Admiralty, refpec-
;ing thefe Matters, fhall be executed in this Co-
ony.

We think that an Addrefs of Thanks ought to
be voted by the General Aflembly to thofe Gen-
tlemen, who diltinguithed themfelves at the laft
Seffion of Parliament, in Defence of Liberty and
the Colonies; in particular to General Cenwvay,
and Colonel lfaac Barré.

As to other Matters, not of fuch general Con-
cernment as the foregoing, we leave their Man-
agement to your Prudence and Judgment, in
which we put the greateft Confidence. .
